dent Nixon told Congress today 
it must act against the drug 
abuse problem now as "a seri- 
ous national threat to the per- 
sonal health and safety of mil- 
lions of Americans," 


Outlining the dimensions of 


the problem in a special mes- 
sage, Nixon cited an Increase of 
nearly 800 per cent in seven 
years In juvenile arrests Involv- 
ing use of drugs. 


Nixon called for new legisla- 


tion, Including an Interim meas- 
ure to correct what he called 
constitutional deficiencies of the 
marijuana tax act. It was on the 
basis of these that the Supreme 
Court struck down parts of the 
marijuana laws in May.

its three astronauts off for the 
lumr landing. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 


announced 
that 
Luna 15 was 


"launched to the moon from the 
orbit of an artificial earth's sat* 
ellite" at 5:55 a.m. Moscow 
time Sunday and six hours later 
was 40,300 miles from the earth. 


One Western diplomat in Mos- 


cow suggested that the Russians 
were trying for another space 
first-the landing on the moon 
of an unmanned ship which 
would scoop up some moon soil 
and return it to earth before 
U.S. astronauts make their 
landing Sunday. 


If this is not the mission, the 


diplomat said, then Luna 15 
may orbit close to the moon so 
that it can observe the U.S. as- 
tronauts after their landing. 


Tass said Luna 15 will "con- 


duct further scientific explora- 
tion of the moon and space near 
the moon." No details were giv- 
en. The Soviets never announce 
the real missions of space shots 
so that if something goes wrong, 


they don't have to admit failure, 


The U.S. National Aeronautics 


and Space Administration said 
in a statement! "We Welcome 
this further exploration of space 
and wish themevery success in 
mnn's effort to better under* 
stand the universe around him." 


But Dr, Donald Stullken, lead* 


er of the NASA team which will 
help recover the Apollo 11 astro* 
nauts, said that if the Russian 
spaceship did bring samples of 
the moon back to the earth, "a 
lot of people are going to be un- 
happy." 


At Cape Kennedy, Fla., astro* 


naut Frank Borman, who com- 
manded the Apollo 8 flight and 
rturned last week from a tour 
of the Soviet Union, said he be- 
lieves Luna 15 was sent up to 
get a sample of moon soil before 
the U.S. astronauts. 


"It will be a great feat if they 


can do it," Borman said, "but 
an unmanned machine certainly 
will not take the edge off Apollo 
11." 


Western space experts have 


expressed doubt that the Soviet 
space program is capable at 
tliis point of bringing back a 
moon sample.

Skirmishes 
Reported In 
Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. forces 


fought a series of skirmishes 
with enemy forces 
"on the 


move" in provinces northwest 
of Saigon where American ofni* 
cers say a new Communist push 
may be developing, the U.S. 
Command said today. 


A total of 52 enemy were re* 


ported killed in the encounters, 
including 10 in the second day of 
fighting on the lower slopes of 
3,232-foot Black Virgin moun* 
tain, which dominates the rice 
plains around Tay Ninh City. 


Light, scattered contact also 


was reported from other parts 
of the country as the first large 
contingent 
of U.S. Marines 


boarded ships at Da Nang to 
pull out of the war zone. 


The 2,800 men of the 9th Ma- 


rine Regiment's 1st Battalion 
are part of the 25,000 Americans 
slated to leave South Vietnam 
by the end of August under 
President 
Nixon's withdrawal 


order. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced 
that additional ele- 


ments of the 9th Infantry Divi- 
sion and a National Guard unit, 
the 650th Medical Detachment, 
will leave for the United States 
on Tuesday. The first large 
body of troops in the withdrawal 
were 814 men of the 9thDivision 
who flew home July 8. 


The sharpest fighting reported 


today occurred Sunday after- 
noon as armored troops of the 
1st Infantry Division probed the 
lower slopes of Black Virgin 
mountain. 


The 1st Division men had re- 


ported killing 32 Viet Cong on 
Saturday when they went in to 
check the results of B52 strikes 
on enemy positions on the jun- 
gled slopes. 


Artillery and fighter-bombers 


pounded the mountainside again 
Sunday as the armored troops 
fired at areas where enemy 
troops were holed up in bunk- 
ers, caves and trenches. 


Sgt. Peter Copeland of Hous- 


ton, Mo., said the mountain was 
"like a rotten log." 


"You beat on it and the bugs 


come bouncing out," he said. 
"It must be awfully noisy up 
there." 


A search of the area late Sun- 


day produced the bodies of 10 
more 
enemy who had been 


killed by small arms fire, bring- 
ing to 42 the total claimed in 
two days. There were no U.S. 
casualties,he command said. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced the launching of anoth- 
er Marine sweep along the coast 
south of Da Nang, the third such 
operation in that area in two 
months. The headquarters said 
men of the 26th Marines made a 
helicopter assault from aboard 
ship to seven miles south of the 
city on July 10, and 21 enemy 
have been killed. Seven Ameri- 
can wounded were reported. 


In another delayed report the

Infantrymen killed 38 


Viet Cong in a fight Saturday 
near the Plain of Reeds, along 
the Cambodian border 70 miles 
west of Saigon. 


China to 
Resume Talks 
With Soviet

Chinese Communists said they 
would return to the table with 
Soviet negotiators today after a 
walkout of only two days from 
the talks on navigation along 
their disputed Asian border. 


After nearly a month of meet- 


ings in the Soviet border town of 
Khabarovsk, on the Amur Riv- 
er, the negotiators reached an 
impasse 
last week and the 


Chinese walked out Saturday. 


Tass, the Soviet news agency, 


announced 
Sunday 
that 
the 


Chinese delegation had told the 
Soviets that "contrary to its 
statements of July 12, it has de- 
cided to remain in Khabarovsk.' 


The Chinese said they were 


ready to resume work today on 
plans for traffic .maintenance 
work and the new wording of 
shipping 
regulations affecting 


both sides of rivers forming 
part of the border across which 
Soviet and Chinese forces have 
been clashing with growing fre- 
quency. A Soviet representative 
replied that his delegation was 
ready to continue the talks, 


Tass reported earlier that the 


Chinese had walked out because 
the Soviets would not discuss 
Chinese claims to large areas 
inside the Soviet Union's Asian 
border. The Soviets said the 
commission could only discuss 
border river shipping, not such 
matters as territorial claims.

TEXARKANA, Ark. (AP) - 


Charles Smith, superintendent 
of the Negro Kiblah School Dis- 
trict in Miller County, says 
guidelines laid down by the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare "takes away our 
rights to run our schools the 
way we want to." 


The Justice Department is- 


sure 
an 
order 
last week 


that the Kiblah District merge 
with the Bright Star District in 
order to meet HEW desegrega- 
tion guidelines. 


Smith, a Negro, called the 


order a device "to take our 
schools away from us." 


"I don't see any sue in those 


HEW guidelines," Smith said. 
"I want to keep our school and 
make it better." 


Smith said Negroes own and 


operate the area served by Kib- 
lah. 


"Our community just won't be 


as 
much without our own 


schools," he says. "We have 
our 
own schools and three 


churches and want to keep it 
that way. Having 
our 
own 


school gives us pride in our 
community 
and 
a sense of 


identity." 


Cecil Morris, superintendent 


of the all-white Bright Star Dis- 
trict, said the merger would "do 
away with our schools and their 
schools and combined them — 
neither of us want that at all." 


He said he had not received

from HEW or the Justice De- 
partment concerning the suit.

Commanders 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Army National Guard, some- 
times criticized for spotty lead- 
ership, is setting up machinery 
to weed out weak senior offi- 
cers. 


Starting 
next year, it was 


learned, three- man selection 
boards will meet In every state 
to review annually the records 
of officers with 20 years or more 
of service. 


The boards, to include regular 


Army as well as Guard officers, 
will decide who stays and who 
should be dropped. 


National Guard bureau offi- 


cials said this means about 4,000 
to 5,000 lieutenant colonals and 
colonels will be scrutinized each 
year. Veteran warrant officers 
also will be subject to annual re- 
view. 


But guard generals are ex- 


empt from what is called "se- 


lective retention." 


Officials said officers below 


the rank of lieutenant colonel al- 
ready are subject to periodic 
consideration concerning possi- 
ble promotion, but until now 
lieutenant colonels and colonels 
have not had to undergo this 
sort of review. 


Creation of the board is the 


latest action taken in recent 
years to strengthen the Army 
Guard officer corps. 


Guard leadership came under 


heavy fire two years ago as a 
result of the performance of 
some Guard units during civil 
disturbances in Detroit and else- 
where. 


But even before that critics in 


the regular Army and elsewhere 
had suggested leadership of the 
state-based

Histoplasmosis Nof 
New, 


But Is Uncommon Disease 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My son, 13, had histo- 


plasmosis last year. Is this 
a new disease? 
How is it 


transmitted? Once yon re- 
cover, can you get it again? 
Does it leave scars on the 
lungs? 


A—This 
is 
not 
a n e w 


disease, but it is still rela- 
tively u n c o m m o n . 
It is 


caused by i n h a l i n g the 
spores of a fungus. 
These 


spores are f o u n d in dust 
from soil that is contaminat- 
ed by the droppings of chick- 
ens.'flying birds and bats. 
An attack confers some im- 
munity for awhile, but heavy 
exposure to the fungus may 
cause a recurrence. 
As is 


the case with tuberculosis, 
some scars may remain in 
the lungs but the recovered 
victim is not handicapped by 
them. 


Q—When my daughter, 9, 


turns her head from side to 
side t h e r e is a cracking 
sound. 
What causes 
this? 


What is the treatment? 


A—A cracking or grating 


sound in any joint is usually 
due to a roughening of the 
opposing surfaces or to a 
tendon snapping a c r o s s a 
bony prominence. The best 
treatment is avoidance of 
sudden movements of the 
involved joint. 


Q—What is a hemangioma'.' 


What would cause it in a 
newborn baby? Is there anv 
cure for it? 


A—This is a type of mole 


made up of blood vessels. 
The cause is unknown. Most 
o! them d i s a p p e a r spon 
taneously within two or three 


years. But, if at any time 
the mole seems to bo get- 
ting larger, it s h o u 1 ci be 
treated at once. It can be 
made to disappear by using 
an electric needle, the ap- 
plication of carbon dioxide 
snow or, a c c o r d i n g to a 
recent report, by giving the 
child a course of prcdnisone 
by mouth. 


Q—My son, 5. sleeps with 


his mother who is a very 
loud snorer. 
Will all that 


noise damage his hearing in 
time? 


A—There is little danger 


that the snoring will damage 
your son's hearing 
b u t " f 


would strongly advise giving 
him his own room before he 
is 6. 


Q—Our son, 9, has psori- 


asis on his hands and face. 
He goes to the doctor's office 
for special light treatments. 
Could these be g i v e n at 
home? 


A—A sun lamp (ultraviolet 


light) has a beneficial effect 
on the lesions of psoriasis, 
(f you purchase such a lamp, 
you should 
follow the ac- 


c o m p a n y i n g instructions 
very carefully.

Northern Ireland's Protestants 
and Catholics. 
.' Two civilians were hit by 
stray shots in Londonderry, but 
it was not known yet who did 
the shooting. They were the first 
.gunfire victims since the strife 
•started. 
,.' In Dungiven, 19 miles to the 
•south, rioting Catholics tried to 
burn a group of police officers 
trapped inside a hall owned by 
the Protestant Orange Order. 
The fire was put out, but sever- 
al police were injured. 


In Londonderry, long a center 


pf religious feuding, eight po- 
licemen fired in the air to scat- 
ter 
a mob who had trapped 


them in a side street. 


Civil rights leaders blamed 


the weekend riots on reaction to 
Orange Day parades Saturday 
at which Protestants celebrated 
the victory of King William over 
Catholic forces at the Battle of 
the Boyne almost 300 years ago. 


"This has nothing to do with 


civil rights, said Eamonn Me- 
Cann, one of the more extreme 
leftists in the civil rights move- 
ment.

motor is located at the MM of 
the lunar module (LM) landing 
craft's cabin section, where as- 
tronauts Neil A. Armstrong and 
Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. will be 
quartered. 


Until the time of blastoff from 


the moon's surface, the engine 
is blocked by the Ufa bottom 
section, containing a braking 
rocket and landing legi. 


The landing section, called the 


descent stage, 1* to remain on 
the mnon, serving as a launch 
pod."This engine has to work to 
get the crew back into a safe or- 
bit where they can rendestous" 
with astronaut Michael Collins 
in the Apollo H command ship, 
said mission director George H.

It all goes well, the ascent en- 


gine will propel the two moon 
explorers into an initial egg- 
shaped orbit ranging from 11 to 
52 miles above the moon. For 
the first 14 scoods, the LMwiU 
climb straight up. tt then is to 
tip over to an angle of 52 de- 
grees and rocket into orbit at a 
speed of about one mile per sec- 
ond.Small thruster rockets could 
propel the LM into orbit if the 
main ascent engine fails after 
six minutes—"but we must burn 
at least six minutes," said a 
space agency official. 


Collins will be in a circular 


path 69 miles above the lunar 
surface. He will be prepared to 
lower his altitude to rescue his 
crewmates if LM engines fail 
and Armstrong and Aldrin are 
left in a low orbit, 


But if the ascent engine shuts 


off before six minutes, the two 
LM pilots wouW not have 
enough speed to achieve orbit 
and would instead be on a bal- 
listic path that would send them 
crashing back onto the moon be* 
fore Coiling could save them.
